Coroner Signs Certificate 
After searching the premises, the 
three men found the body in the 
front room of the house.

concluding an Investigation, issued 
the 
death 
certificate 
attributing 
death to a gunshot wound, 
with 
suicidal intent. 
The shot gun, a 12-gauge, was 
found lying at the side of the de­ 
ceased.

had borrowed the gun on Wednes­ 
day with the understanding th at he 
was going to hunt groundhogs.

Jobs To Laborers.

M any 
house­ 
holders hesitate to give an odd job 
to a man out of work, under 
the 
Impression they w ill be liable for 
compensation lf tie meets with an 
injury on the job. 
The 
three types of employment 
which are not subject to the work­ 
men’s compensation law 
are do­ 
mestic 
service, farming 
and em­ 
ployment which is casual and not in 
the course of any business, deixirt- 
ment officials explained. 
Domestic 
.service 
includes 
any 
employment in connection with a 
private home, or estate, such as that 
of housemaids, butlers, gardeners 
or private chauffeurs, but does not 
include employment in hotels, res­ 
taurants or other business estab­ 
lishments. 
Agricultural employment is ex­ 
cluded where farming is the prin­ 
cipal operation. When 
a 
farmer 
engages in other industrial pursuits 
his employes are entitled to com­ 
pensation in case of injury. 
Ait ex­ 
ample of this is the east* of a farm­ 
er who contracted to do some log­ 
ging in connection with a lumber 
operation. 
A man he employed to 
assist him sustained injuries result­ 
ing in death. Compensation was 
awarded and the award sustained 
by the supreme court, which held 
that the* employment was not in 
connection with farming operations 
and therefore came within the class 
covered by the compensation law, 
C asual Workers 
By far the greatest number of 
inquiries recently received by the 
department 
come 
from 
persons 
within the third group, in wihch 
the employment is casual and not 
in tile regular course of any busi­ 
ness. 
Many of these involve work 
for the unemployed. For example, a 
man who owns his home wants to 
hgve 
his 
buildings 
repaired 
or 
painted. He sees an opportunity to 
aid a neighbor who is temporarily 
out of work. He asks if he will be 
liable for compensation in case of 
accident to this man if he employs 
him by the day or by the hour. The 
answer is “ No,” because the em­ 
ployment is casual and not in con­ 
nection with any business, The ease 
of an individual who makes a busi­ 
ness of owning, 
maintaining and 
renting property for profit is an­ 
other story. Such an individual is 
engaged in business and must bt* 
insured. 
There are border line claes which 
require a judicial interpretation to 
determine whether or not they come 
I w Ullin the scope of the law. The 
bureau of workmen's compensation 
s recommends that where there is any

liability 
for 
I compensation, a 
letter of inquiry

npH E biggest task we have to perform in th is world is to build a character 
» —yet all too often we mack it a secondary m atter. Money, tem porary 
pleasure, reputation are placed above this m ost enduring of all enterprises. 
We take pains to build a business, to place our abilities before the 
world, w ith the hope th a t they may, perhaps, Jje recognized. 
B ut w hat 
we do is only im portant as it reflects w hat we are. 
C haracter overhangs all. 
It is the great masterpiece which we can 
alone call our very own. It may not even please all. To the very few it 
may bt? but scarcely understood or adm ired. 
But there it stands before 
us—representative and superlative! 
The building of character, of course, m eans most to the one who is to 
own it during life. But there is a certain pride in the knowledge th a t its 
substance may outlast centuries! 
All great m en and women have taken pains with their characters. 
i n the little polishings here and th ere—the innum erable apparent 
trifles th at m ean m ost to the one who m inds them,* th a t loom im portant 
in the end w ith character th a t stands erect and controlled through trying 
emergencies. 
T he structure itself to such a one is a m atter of personal 
pride, hardly appreciated by anyone else.
